Who 
is there te improve upon the dramatic po- 
etry of Sheridan Knowles end Henry Tay- 
lor? Where are the wits to rival Rood and 
Hook and Jerreid? Historical writing haa 
mot reached e higher standard than 
was obtained by Hume and Gibbon long 
before Byron’s time, sor English style 
made so much as an effort to do anything 
better than was dene by Hooker and Sir 
Thomas Browne, Jeremy Taylor and 
Burke, Southey and Macaulay, net to men- 
tion the founders of English essay, Addi- 
som and Steele and their brilliant train ot 
followers from Oliver Goldsmith te Sidney 
Smith. Ruskin and Carlyle can hardly be 
claimed as belonging esentially to our 
day; but Matthew Arnold, Andrew Haili- 
day, James Parton, and Justin McCarthy 
have done nothing that was not as well 
done, or better done, before them. Even 
fiction, a latter-day growth, w growing 
seedy; and the novels of Trollope, Collins 
and Reade are steadily working up the 
lite material lett by Fielding, Scott, Char- 
lotte Bronte,and Thackeray. Dickens be- 
longs to the past and will presently pass 
away; and George Eliot, like Sha kspeare, 
stands alone, belonging to no period, but to 
human nature and the world. 

There must be an end to all things We 
can not go on inventing and produciag for- 
ever in the same old rut of literary expres- 
sion, baving very nearly the same condi- 
ditions of life to work upen.

Her officers 
are to be tried next month on a charge of 
violating the neutrality law of 1818, though 
we suppoce that it would be just as well 
to punish them without ulal as to dismantle 
their sup without trial. To assume that 
the ship was used for the violation of the 
neutrality laws and not assume that 
her officers were violating those 
laws is simple and ridiculous non- 
sense. The probability is = that 
Cuba Will receive nothing but discourage- 
ment at the hands of the administration 
until e large reimiorcements from Spaia, 


insu) ts offered to the Spanish Government 
by the administration’s Minister at Madrid, 
shall have bad full time te put forth its 
whole strength for the subjectien of the 
revolutionista. Perhaps when Cuba, thor- 
oughly subjugated, shall have laid down 
her arms, eur Government will be ready to 
acknowledge her belligerent rights—pro- 
vided, of eourse, that the Alabama claims 
ahall have been settled in the mean time.

Dent and Alcern. 

Accounts from Mississippi are contra- 
dictory.

Both have abandoned the canvases by mu- 
tual consent, and Alcorn is at his own 
home in Mississippi and Dent at his own 
home in Washington. Alcorn has the dis- 
advantage of being considered a more 
ultra Radical than Dent, and Dent has the 
disadvantaze of being, like Corbin, Grant's 
brother-in-law. Dent, it is said, avowedly 
relies very much for success upon the 
strong feeling of resentment against Gen. 
Ames, the Mississippi satrap, on account 
of his late public declaration that “he 
would carry the State for the Radicals if 
he had to march his soldiers through it.” 
The fact of his having made the declara- 
tion has been established beyond all ques- 
tion by an abundance of affidavits given 
by gentlemen of as high respectability as 
either of the candidates, but, simply be- 
cause he chose to give his own individual 
and unsupported denial in a dispateh to 
the President, the latter refused not only 
to investigate but even to notice the out- 
rage. With Grant, the attachment to 
party for the sake of party support proved, 
alter a mental struggle, even stronger than 
his love of brothers-in-law.
